néas each day, to doyote three hours 
working in his garden. When. talking 
With 2 neighbor in. his lator lifo he gaid: 
‘(Phe farmers are the founders of civyi- 
lization.’’ No more true saying could 
have beon spoken, for the farmor has 
been since the beginning of the world 
and will bo always honored in his call. 
ing, for those who labor in the earth are 
the chosen peoplé of God. 

In talking recently with oné of the 
most successful farmers in Pennasyl. 
vania, ho told. me that in all of his ex. 
perience, ho very seldom if ever had 
any failure in his crops during his sixty 
years of farming. Ono of tho Adereta 
of his marked aucccas was the perpotual 
cura that he constantly gave hig land 
and the other was chemistry which he 
acquired. when a young man, applying 
tho same to agriculturo, for chemistry 
works. continually in every soil and sub- 
soil, 

Tho sun which ripens every vegetable 
and fruit which is grown; filling these 
With succulent nutriment, also paints 
with beauty the violet and tho rose, It
